Help on the way for drivers | Big guns fight to pass 
Rec Center referendum

Students’ frustration caused by the 
morning bumper-to-bumper traffic may 
soon be alleviated by a new entrance to 
CSUS. 

The roadway, to be built at the in- 
tersection of State University Drive 
East and Folsom Boulevard, is de- 
signed to improve traffic flow. 

The 40-foot-wide entrance will con- 
sist of one lane in each direction and bi- 


cycle lanes on both sides, according . 


to Howard Harris, associate vice pres- 
ident of facilities management. 

Students approaching campus from 
the new entrance will also have paved 
access to the 900 space overflowing 
parking lot . 

“We want to be part of the sur- 
rounding community, not an island in 
the community. The new entrance can 
open campus up and provide more 
access for people,” said Harris. 

CSUS will conduct this project in 


cooperation with the City of Sacra- 
mento. 

On-campus construction will in- 
volve College Town Drive, wind 
through the northeast comer of campus 
along State University Drive East and 
connect to Folsom Boulevard. 

The university will pay its part of 
construction with approximately 
$175,000 from remaining perimeter 
road project funds, said Harris. 

These amounts will not go back to 
the classroooms as previously rumored 
because the budgets from capital out- 
let funds and the sales of bonds are 
specially marked for facility improve- 
ment, Harris explained. 

With a final engineering design and 
completed bids for on-campus con- 
struction, the CSUS portion of con- 
struction is scheduled to begin in about 
four weeks and its expected to be com- 
pleted this December. 

“But we won’t open it up until the 
city does their part,” said the Project

The university has brought in the big 
guns to help push the Student Recre- 
ation Center referendum to a yes vote on 
November16-17. 

Led by ASI President Geoff Sakala, 
the Student Recreation Center and Mul- 
ti-Purpose Arena Planning Committee 
has enlisted Brailsford & Dunlavey, a 
Washington D.C.-based facilities plan- 
ning company, to provide referendum 
management during this fall’s special 
election. 

According to Jeff Tumer, an associ- 
ate with B&D, the firm has a14-0 record 
in referendum passage. 

They have added their expertise to 
successful referendum at schools such as 
DePaul University, University of Miami 
and the University of Georgia where a 
student referendum generated a turnout 


of 30 percent and passed approval of a 
mandatory student fee increase with 78 
percent of the vote. 

This spring, students defeated Ref- 
erendum #1, a CSUS Rec. Center refer- 
endum that generated a 10.3 percent 
tumout and missed passage by 300 votes. 

B&D has also handled the project 
management for high profile facilities 
such as the 68,500-seat stadium for the 
Baltimore Ravens of the National Foot- 
ball League. 

The firm made a good enough im- 
pression during its presentations to the 
university and the planning committee 
that President Donald Gerth has offered 
his support.

Trustees receive teachers’ input 


Outstanding alumni want undergraduates to have hands-on experience

The California State University’s pro- 
gram for training teachers must include 
classroom experience earlier than the 
students’ fifth year, said a group of mas- 
ter teachers invited to confer with the 
CSU board of trustees last week. 

The 22 teachers, chosen as outstand- 
ing alumni from each of the CSU cam- 
puses, were in Long Beach to kick off the 
year-long Celebrating Teachers cam- 
paign, designed to focus on better prepa- 
ration and recruitment of teachers. It is 
the first time CSU has honored a group 
of teachers in this way. 

Educating children tops voter con- 
cems in polls across the state and na- 
tion, said CSU Chancellor Charles B. 
Reed. And since CSU educates 60 per- 
cent of the state’s teachers, with 300,000 
more needed in the next 10 years, Reed 
asked the teachers to comment about 
how well the system is doing the job. 

“We need your help. We need your 
advice. We need your counsel,” said 
Reed before the assembled teachers 
broke into groups to discuss three perti- 
nent questions. 


The group discussions attempted to 
identify which teacher preparation is- 
sues CSU needs to focus on, what major 
challenges will face teachers in the com- 
ing century, and what information and 
training current teachers have found they 
need. 

Some of the problems new teachers 
report having stem from delaying contact 
with students until their post-graduate 
work. Thus, Reed said teacher prepara- 
tion programs need to be redesigned. 

“We need to get people in to see how 
hard the job is, but also how rewarding 
it can be.” 

Another reason the CSU Board of 
Trustees wanted to get input from its 
best alumni teachers is to identify ways 
to reduce the number of students re- 
quiring remedial coursework. Fifty-four 
percent of all students entering CSUs 
need help achieving college-level stan- 
dards in English and math. “That’s just 
too high,” said Reed. 

Besides earlier classroom experience, 
new teachers need time management 
skills and knowledge of the criminal jus- 
tice system, the alumni said. 

Teacher candidates should be re- 
ctuited and nurtured at a young age by 


encouraging peer tutoring programs as 
early as the elementary grades, said Ur- 
sula Sexton, a Cal State Hayward alum-

na speaking for one group of teachers. 
“Professors need to model the teach- 
ing strategies we are actually using in 


the classroom,” Sexton said. 

Assigning experienced teachers to 
mentor new teachers throughout their 
first year led another group’s sugges- 
tions. 

“We think there’s an over-emphasis 
on testing. We need to teach teachers 
that there are other ways to measure stu- 
dents’ abilities,” said Cal State San Mar- 
cos alumnus Rick Ausby. 

Continuing training that will allow 
staff to develop their teaching strategies 
needs to take place right on school sites, 
said another group. Further, teachers 
need to do a better job of articulating to 
parents what they accomplish with their 
children, especially with the specter of 
school vouchers over their heads, said 
Jane Ginn, alumna of Sonoma State Uni- 
versity. 

Gary Best, associate director for 
Teacher Education and K-18 Programs, 
assured attendees their suggestions would 
be put to use. 

“We’re not going to wring our hands, 
we're going to roll up our sleeves and ad- 
dress the issues you’ve presented us with 
today,” he said.

Nursing 144 students required to complete service 
work in their community nursing classes this semester 
have a new option available to them.

“This will give them a sense of autonomy, a chance 
to solve problems on their own while working with peo- 
ple where they live, and, of course, it will be great for 
residents,” Ackerman said. 

The center, located on Revere Street in the New Hel- 
vetia housing community, officially opened Tuesday, 
September 14, and will be open Tuesdays from 8:30 
am. to4 p.m. 

Following a community assessment carried out by 
four graduate nursing students as part of their mas- 
ter’s coursework last semester, residents of the New 
Helvetia-and River Oaks communities requested the 
center be established. 

Residents specifically felt they needed information 
on health care, child safety, parenting, nutrition, and 
wellness. Students will provide this information, and 
offer blood pressure screening and assessments of

Alcohol 101 gives students shot 
of real life drinking consequences

Suzanne A. Snively Student Health Center is fight- 
ing individual instances of on-campus alcohol abuse 
with a personalized computer program. 

The new program comes as part of a national cam- 
paign at college campuses to combat binge drinking and 
other alcohol-related abuses. The second week of Sep- 
tember was recognized as Binge Week. Penn State, in 
conjunction with 113 college presidents, took out full- 
page ads in over 100 newspapers promoting Binge 
Beer. The satirical ad aimed to mock real beer ads. 

David Braverman, associate vice president for stu- 
dent affairs, said that binge drinking on campus is not 
aproblem at CSUS, butis an issue that needs to be ad- 
dressed. 

The health center’s interactive program, called Al- 
cohol 101, is geared to educate college students about 
the consequences of alcohol abuse without touching a 
drink. 

The Alcohol 101 program has the user attend a 
computer-generated virtual party, complete with dunks, 





music and alcohol-related situations. 

“You are there. You step into the party,” said Lau- 
rie Bisset Grady, director of health education at the 
health center. 

In each situation, the user is presented with a prob- 
lem he or she may face at a real party. The user must 
decide what to do or not do and witnesses the results 
of those choices. The program is tailored to each in- 
dividual by inputting the student’s age, weight, height, 
sex and amount of food recently consumed. This in- 
formation affects the blood alcohol content of the vir- 
tual user and will have a direct impact on what happens 
within the program. 

Initially, pilot programs were distributed to sever- 
al campus venues, including all of the residence halls, 
Greek organizations and sports teams. 

Jane Heaton, assistant director of housing at CSUS, 
said the program has been used in the residence halls 
after underage residents have been caught drinking. It 
is also used when a resident admits he or she has a 
drinking problem. 

Even though every hall has a copy of the disk, the 
main hurdle right now is poor computer availability,

Despite its limited availability, student response to 
the program at the health center has been positive. 

“T think it’s cool,” said Heather Tejada. “It’s some- 
thing that actually involves you.” 

Some faculty also like the idea of such a program. 

“T think this is a great tool to make students aware 
of what they are getting into,” said Dr. Akabar Dava- 
mi, professor of health and safety studies.: 

He said it is important for students to know how to 
react to a situation before it presents itself and that 
student education plays the key. But Davami also said 
that while the program considers many physical fac- 
tors of the student, it is not an end-all answer on alco- 
hol use. 

Both Davami and Grady said such alcohol related 


problems as binge drinking are a problem on cam-' 


pus, but not as serious as other campuses nationwide 
because CSUS is predominantly a commuter school. 
Davami added that schools with larger on-campus 
residential populations have more alcohol-related prob- 
lems, partly because there is a greater availability of al- 
cohol and more temptation to binge. 

In the CSUS residence halls, Heaton 
said, binge drinking seems to involve most- 
ly freshmen because they experiment more 
while away from home and have no one 
telling them what to do. 

Alcohol 101 came to the attention of 
Joyce Haris, director of the health center, 
while attending a health conference where 
the program was being promoted. The 
program was created by the University of 
Illinois and the Century Council, a non- 
profit organization and is funded by dis- 
tilling companies to curb alcohol-abuse. 

Grady said the program was offered 
free to CSUS as a package that included 75 
copies of the disc, a video and other ma- 
terials. The health center has received ad- 
ditional mini-grants through the CSUS 
Foundation to help promote the program 
and to obtain additional copies of the com- 
pact disc. The health center hopes to make 
the discs and headphones available in all 
of the computer labs. 

Alcohol 101 is now available for CSUS 
students to use at the Suzanne A. Snively 
Student Health Center on the north end 

of the campus.

The original safe ride program, 
called Greek Rides, was created in 
1989 by a fratemity. 

“But then it grew in popularity 
and (responsibility for it) moved to 
Associated Students Inc.,” said 
Waller, a member of the Sigma Phi 
Epsilon fratemity.

Air attack solidifies offense

Midway. through the first quarter at 
Saturday’s Causeway Classic, the arm- 
chair coach/Sac State fan in the stands 
vented his frustration at the Homet side- 
line. “Pass the ball!” 

The team listened. And they took his 
advice. 

In his home debut as a member of the 
Green-and-Gold, quarterback Ricky Ray 
and his host of surprisingly brilliant re- 
ceivers picked apart the Aggie defense in 
the 48-27 win against Davis. Follow- 
ing a four-touchdown performance one 
week before against Montana, Ray threw 
for 377 yards and yet another four scores 
while completing 19 of 27 passes. 

After years on the ground, these Hor- 
nets have grown wings-and they’ re go- 
ing to the air, 

But everyone knew Ray would per- 


form. What everyone didn’t know was 
how many dependable offensive 
weapons he had to choose from. Ray’s 
near-400 yard performance was distrib- 
uted to six different sets of hands. Re- 
ceiver Scott Towne grabbed seven balls 
for 167 yards and two touchdowns, in- 
cluding his tough 65-yard catch for the 
score on the Homet’s first offensive play. 
Lamont Webb only caught four 
balls...for 122 yards and one touch- 
down. And though Chris Kelly took a 
backseat this week (two catches for 30 
yards), he scored four times against 
Montana while snagging nine passes 
from Ray for 102 yards. 

“That’s what makes their team spe- 
cial this year,” Davis head coach Bob 
Biggs said. “You always have to be con- 
cerned about (Charles) Roberts and then 
they spread you out and get a lot of one- 
on-one situations. And with a good quar- 
terback and some talented receivers, 


they are going to make plays.” 

In a round-about sort of way, Roberts 
makes the passing game happen. It’s a 
definite I-scratch-your-back, you-scratch- 
mine relationship. You see, the running 


game opens up the passing attack, and - 


vice versa. But either way, Sir Charles is 


_ loving it. 


“Tt feels good to sit back and get in 
the flow of the offense,” said Roberts, 
who rushed for 211 yards on 34 carries. 
“We've got receivers who can catch the 
ball and put it away and:that takes pres- 
sure off of us.” 

He’s not too hurt by the new role. 

“T’m getting as much production as 
last year,” he said, “But I am taking less 
of a beating.” 

In this game where momentum is 
key, the Hornets’ passing highlights 
came at the right times Saturday.

Men’s soccer ends drought 


Victory over Loyola Marymount first since 1997

For the first time in nearly two years 
the Sac State soccer team walked off the 
field victorious.

The Lions (4-3) jumped to a 2-0 lead 
13 minutes into the game on two goals 
by junior midfielder Jaret Asuncion. 

The Hornets (1-6) could not close 
the gap in the first half, but continued 
their trend of strong play in the second 
half. 

The Hornets outshot the Lions 10 to 
5 in the second half and converted four 
of the shots for scores.

California in a romp

Sac State head coach John Volek had 
a vision heading into the 46th Annual 
Causeway Classic. He wanted 20,000 
people in the stands and a victory. 

His team could not have made the 
day any better for their coach as the 
Hornets pummeled the UC Davis Ag- 
gies 48-27 in front of 20,993 fans at 
Hornet Stadium. 

The attendance for the game was the 
most in both school and Causeway Clas- 
sic history. 

“Beating Davis is huge because it’s 
a big game to determine who will rule 
Superior California,” Volek said. ““We 
also showed that we have athletes who 
are playing together and I¢old my guys 
the only team who can beat them is the 
Hornets.” 


Sac State used its high-poweréd of" 


fense and capitalized on the Aggies mis- 
takes to outscore UC Davis 35-13 in 
the final three quarters. It was their first 
Causeway Classic win at Horet Sta- 
dium since 1968. 

Junior receiver Scott Towne led the 
Hornet passing attack with seven catch- 
es for 167 yards and two touchdowns. 

“I remember being here four years 
ago and there were only 500 people in 

e stands,” said Towne. “It was amaz- 
ing to see the community support and 
sing the fight song with them after the 
game. It was very special.” 

Junior receiver Lamont Webb, who 
contributed to the Homet air assault with 
four catches for 122 yards and one 
touchdown, also commented on the 
huge turnout. 

“I thought it was great. I love it,” he 
said. “Tt was nice to see the community 
come through for us.” 

Junior quarterback Ricky Ray con- 
tinued to shine in the Hornet offense 
with a 19 of 27, 377-yard and four-

touchdown performance. 

Running back Charles Roberts fin- 
ished the game with 211 yards on 34 
carries and one touchdown. It was his 
14th consecutive 100-plus yard game 
and his seventh 200-yard game in his 
two year career. 

“Last year we came out kind of timid

The advertisement, as sub- 
mitted was an insult to the intelligence of 
our campus and instead of running a full 
page free ad, as strongly urged by Chan- 
cellor Charles Reed, we opted to run a 
news story in which the State Hornet 
could explore the problem on this cam- 
pus — as well as its solutions. 

The advertisement in question was a

How could anybody possibly expect 
to get a message across by glorifying the 
actions that binge drinking causes, even 
with such bad satire? 

The geniuses at the advertising 
agency who thought this ad up should 
keep their day jobs a while longer. 

The ultimate decision whether to run 
the ad rested with our editorial board and 
the consensus was that the advertisement 
was just too sarcastic — and likely to be in- 
effective. 

We also chose not to run the ad be- 
cause binge drinking clearly isn’t as much 
of a problem at CSUS as it might be on 
other campuses — a fact of which we 
should be proud. We are an older popu- 
lation than many colleges and many stu-

union plan 


deserves a second look

I guess I’m one of the “union boss- 
es” David Yow knocks in last week’s 
column, though it’s pretty hard to keep 
up a penthouse, a road hog and much. 


«back-up muscle on-a'CSU faculty | 
“salary. I do support SB 645, the fair 


share bill, though not for the reasons 
Yow proposes. His argument and in- 
dictments are offered without first 
looking at the facts. I guess we could 
still to do better at CSUS teaching re- 
search methods. 

The fundamental problem with 
Yow’s tirade (overlooking its use of 
rhetoric like “extortion” and “shake 
down”) is that its premise is wrong. If 
the union “decides to break tradition 
and represent only its members in- 
stead of all employees,” he says, 
“that’s its right.” But CFA has no 
such right. The law gives it the duty 
to represent everyone in the bargain- 
ing unit. That’s HEERA (Higher Ed- 
ucation Employer-Employee Rela- 
tions Act, 1978). Check it out. CFA 
camnot pick and choose who it repre- 
sents. All faculty are entitled to its 


help in their grievance procedures; all 
are covered by its contracts. We often 
spend thousands of dollars per griev- 
ance for non-members as for members 
complying with that duty. 

Yow is also wildly off base claim- 
ing we “labor bosses” want faculty 
“n their union” whether they want to 
join or not. SB 645 makes no one 
join the union. It makes no one pay 
member dues. It calls for non-mem- 

bers to-pay fees equal to.the costs of 
the representation to’ which they are 
entitled. These fees may amount to 
about 85% of dues charges. PERB 
(the Public Employee Relations 
Board) will oversee their collection 
and make sure they are used only for 
representation, not partisan politic pur- 
poses. 

I am mystified why any conser- 
vatives would oppose such a plan, in- 
sistent as they are that there’s no such 
thing as a free lunch. Union members 
have born these costs for all CSU fac- 
ulty for the last seventeen years. 

The union would no more coerce 
non-members with this bill than the 
legislature “coerced” the CFA to pro- 
vide public services. Those who do 
not like the arrangement might start by 
trying to amend HEERA. Faculty 
who really oppose the union might

Why is faculty union 
afraid to take a vote?

I noted with interest the commen- 
tary by David Yow criticizing the so- 
called “fair share” bill passed recent- 
ly by the state legislature, which would 
authorize the California Faculty As- 
sociation (the union which nominally 
represents CSUS faculty) to collect 
fees from nonmembers. Those fees 
would run around $400 to $650 per 
year for full-time faculty. 

The problem with Yow’s article is 
that its pugnacious style makes it far 
too easy for many readers to dismiss 
it as mere right-wing ranting. 

I believe it would be helpful to 
hear something from the people who 
will be affected. 

Many individual faculty members 
throughout the CSU system protested 
during the summer about the fact that 
SB 645 would not allow any oppor- 
tunity for them to vote whether to ap- 
prove such a fee until after it had al- 
ready been collected for four years. 
Then a most interesting thing hap- 
pened to this bill just before its final 


passage in late August. 

The election which had been man- 
dated for 2004 has completely van- 
ished from the bill! 

As it now stands, the individual 
faculty in the bargaining unit will nev- 
er, ever have the opportunity to vote 
for or against the new fees. 

The only exception to that would 
be if enough people were sufficiently 
upset at the injustice that they felt driv- 
en to the enormous effort of obtaining 
a petition signed by 30 percent of the 
faculty in order to force an election. 

But even though they would find 
the deck heavily stacked against them: 
In order to rescind the fee, it would re- 
quire that a majority of all people in 
the bargaining unit, not just a major- 
ity of those voting, must vote against 
it. 

That might seem fair enough, if 
the fee had originally been put in place 
by a majority vote of approval. 

But in the absence of such initial 
approval, it simply amounts to rig- 
ging any possible election to strongly 
favor allowing the union to keep the 
fee in place. 

Jeff Lustig, CSUS government 
professor and one of the California 
Faculty Association union officers,

recently wrote a piece in the (Sacra- 
mento) Bee defending the bill: Let us 
look at a few of his assertions. First, 
there is rather excessive puffery about 
“Jegislation that promises to raise ac- 
ademic standards,” “assure the suc- 
cessful completion of students’ col- 
lege careers,” and “assure the basis 
for cooperative employee relations 
and high academic standards.” 

None of these follows, by any 
stretch of the imagination, from giving 
the union power to compel monetary 
support from those who disagree with 
its tactics; on the contrary, that will 
tend to create discontent and disunity 
among the faculty. 

Second, Lustig calls this a “fee- 
for-service setup that has worked for 
years with virtually all our state em- 
ployees,” conveniently neglecting to 
mention that a few years ago one very 
large group of such employees, when 
it had the opportunity, voted out such 
an arrangement. 

Third, he says the bill would not 
force anyone to pay membership dues 
or join a union. That is a pretty legal- 
istic interpretation of what I describe 
as forcing us into second-class, non- 
voting membership. 

It sound a lot like being an Arab in 
the land of Israel to me. 

Fourth, referring to the require- 
ment that an election be held after four 
years, he says that will assure respon- 
sible use of the collected funds. 

Now that there is to be no such 
election, we are left, by Lustig’s own 
logic, without any such leverage to 
assure responsibility by the union. 

Our last hope for our voices to have 
any effect is that Gov. Davis will rec- 
ognize the folly of this blatantly un- 
democratic bill and have the guts to

renounce the 3.6% General salary Increase, 2.65% 
Salary Step Increase, 5-year FERPs and due-process pro- 
tections (merit-pay appeal procedures) the CFA won 
for them last spring. That failing, they should pay this 
minimal assessment (less than 1% of salary, Dave, not 
a “pound of flesh.”) 

California community colleges have had fair share 
fees for years, as have most state employees. So has the 
State University of New York (SUNY) and other large 
public university systems. 

None have suffered by it. What they have gained is 
a stronger faculty voice. 

And such voice is critically important at a time when 
CSU managers prove so anxious to adopt untested cost- 


People will do crazy 


cutting fads that would tum the CSU into the educational 
equivalent of an HMO. Those who want to entrust 
their futures to the unchecked power of educational bu- 
reaucrats are free to do so. But most faculty (over half 
the tenure-track faculty belong to CFA) will seek ways 
to protect their rights and their university role. And all 
of us have a stake in creating countervailing powers to 
halt the drift to larger classes, virtual leaning, a two-tier 
faculty with growing ranks of poorly-paid lecturers, 
and bogus merit-pay plans. The Fair Share bill de- 
serves students’ support. It will strengthen the voice of 
the faculty and the quality of their education.
